ficate in form NP-2, duly certified by Chartered Ac¬ 
countant (where circulation is more than 2,090 
copies) and covers a period of not less than 8 
months as on 30(h November. 1987. Such applica¬ 
tions should reach the office of the Registrar of News¬ 
papers for India along with sample issues of different 
dates by 31st December, 7987- 

2. (a) In terms of para 7.3 of the Newsprint Al¬ 
location Policy 1986-88 as notified on 13-11-1980, the
